Let an Elder obtain the friendship, confidence, and esteem of the people, and 
he has gained their ears för the sound of the Gospel mme These more . 
intimate relationships are generally formed in the winter season. 

To free himself from the blood of this generation, an Elder on a mission 
must be constantly engaged in seeking out the “honest in heart.” He must 
pursue this most important vocation just as he would-any business undertaking 
—in the spirit of faith“ Without faith he can neither please Gtd nor accom 
plish any good work. Faith is the power that incites to abtien, and intdlligent 
action is the cause which produces desirable effects-. Wher un ider merely: 
stays in the Branches, among the Saints, where perhaps his ‘labors are not 
properly appreciated, instead of acting the part of a „hunter and fisher” for 
the Lord, how much does he do for the salvation of his fellows?’ Next to 
nothing.

„But, says the objecting Elder, 85 n in the distriot where 1 am 
laboring has heard something about the Gospel, and they are utterly indifferent 
with regard to it.“ True, they may have heard * something about the Gospel, 
but in nine cases out of ten that something“ has consisted of lying reports, 
prejudioial to the cause of truth, and it is the business of the Elders; by the 
force of example and sound reasoning, to disabuse their minds by wetting forth 
to them the principles of life in clearness.’ This can only be done by coming 
in close contact with the people. How is this close communion to de brought 
about? One of the most efficient means is to visit from house to house. It 
may be argued that this is a delicate matter and subjects an Elder to many 
insulting rebuffs. Nevertheless this is the commandment of the Lord. to His 
servants. In commissioning His disciples anciently, He indicated that. they 
mast prosecute their ministry after that fashion. And when ye come into an 
house salute it. And if the house be worthy, let your peace come upon it: 
but if it be not. worthy, let your peace return to vou.“ Matt. x. 1I, 13. 

It a servant of God goes forth from house to house, in the spirit of meekness 
and yet of power, offering the principles of life and salvation to the inmates and 
they receive him not, then dre his skirts clear from any responsibility in the 
premises. Instead of an Elder getting ‘“down in the mouth,” and discouraged 
because of the prejudices: of the people among whom he is sent to labor, it 
should set his energies té work, with the help of God, to break through this 
prejudicial ‘encrustation, that he may reach them with the sword of truth. 
Let him thrust in his nichle and reap.” The command to go from house to 
house and from vity to city,” has been reiterated in this latter-day — 
and “ woe unto him who is a slothfal‘servant.” 

We frequently hear it said that the present phase of the work of the Lord 
among the nations is like the -‘*gleaning of the grapes after the vintage is 
over.? Well then, the remaining grapes have to be sought out, they 
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the management of a farm converts it at a loss instead ofa profit, 8 
will take the same tract of land in hand, and, when the seasons are no more 
propitious, make it produce abundantly? Should it. not be attributed to the 
alothfulness of the one, and the energy and intrepidity of the other? Will not 
the same principle as justly apply to the labors of the Elders ? 

After leaving tracts in different localities, would it not be well ee the 
Elders, when collecting them, to solicit opportunities for conversation upon 
the Gospel? In the winter season the work of the ministry should be pushed 
with great vigor. A monotonous and even, ‘‘ jog trot” coarse, in the ordinary 
line, should be discarded. Meetings should be held, where practicable, every 
night in the week besides Sundays. To this end ‘the privilege ot holding 
little, or large, as the case may be, assemblages in the houses of strangers 
should be sought for, and the neighboring people invited in. Where the 
house of a stranger cannot be procured, let the meeting be held in that of 2 
Saint, and the range of invitations to attend be as wide as possible. In this 


laudable work the efforts of the local Priesthood and the Saints generally 


should be enlisted. Let no stone be left unturned” that would 0 the 
way to the laying ot the Gospel before the people. 

These measures, to be effectual, must be adopted and operated dni faith, 
depending upon God to crown such efforts with abundant success. The 
object of the Lord in commanding his disciples to go forth and preolaim His 
word without purse or scrip, was evidently to develop in them the power and 
principle of faith. When everything runs smooth and fair this principle is not 
brightened and developed. When difficulties and obstacles beset the path, 
and the Lord enables his Elders to surmount them, then is their faith in Him 
strengthened. 

The Elders are not sent into the world merely to spend. one, taro or three 
years abroad, as the case may be. They are sent to work for the salvation of 
souls, The remaining from home for a stated length of times does not, of 
itself, constitute the fulfilling of a mission. Some appear to think that this is 
the case. It is about as sensible as the position of some who are in the habit 
of telling how long they were enabled to address a public congregation, with- 
out any relation to the quality of the preaching. If we are not busily at work 
we have released our hold upon the plow, and are in danger of being con- 
sidered, by the Great Master, unworthy because unprofitable servant. 

We should not suppose that because we have merely filled a mission as 
relates to the time of remaining abroad, and thus perhaps appear in the eyes 
of our friends to have done a good and commendable thing, that it will be of 
any great benefit to us. The object of an Elder should not be tostand well in 
the opinions of men, but rather to have the approval of his God, whose work 
this is that we are engaged in. We need no more expect to have His blessing 
and approbation unless we work diligently, magnifying our high calling, than 
the ordinary laborer who fritters away his time has a right to nnn the 
approval of his master and the cheerful payment of his wage. 

The Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, the Book of Mormon, and 
the rise and history ef the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, furnish 
large numbers of the most brilliant examples of men who have devoted, in the 
most self-sacrificing way, their lives and their all to the service of the Living 
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God. The Elders should seek to 3 them. They serve the same Eternal 
Being; they have the same glorious principles to declare to a benighted 
generation; it is their privilege to exercise the same faith, the same power, and 
do their part in the nn. of His marvelous work. 


MR. GOUGH.—THE TEMPERANCE CAUSE. 


On the ovine of Musste; Sen arth, we had the pleasure of listening to 
one of John B. Gough’s temperance orations. Hengler’s Cirque, in which it 
was delivered, was densely packed on the occasion with a respectable appearing 
and very orderly audience, mostly ene to the middle classes of English 
s0el 

1 exponent of the 8 cause is a 8 lithe, nervous, active 
man, about sixty years of ape. In his style of speaking he is — Ameri- 
can, being jerky, spasmodic and extreme. He his audience by operat- 


ing, by dramatic intensity of voice and action, upon their emotions, rather than 


reaching their reason by the irresistable force of sound logic. From this cause 
the impressions made by his oratorical efforts are necessarily mostly of a 
transient character. The reason as well as the heart has to be captured in the 
process of educating the people to a higher moral standard. Mr. Gough’s 


method of carrying the sympathies of an audience is ingenious, and shows him 


to be a keen student of human nature, as indeed, every successful orator must 
necessarily be. He lays down a proposition or principle and then establishes. 
his position by the relation of anecdotes, intermingling the pathetic and humor 
ous ; thus, by sudden transition of graphic and vivid life pictures, causing the 


faces of his audience to be suffused with tears at one moment and wreathed 


with smiles the next. The matter of the lectures is not, by any means, original, 

but the style of their delivery very much so. A great many of the anecdotes’ 
told by him are old and stale to the readers of current American — dut 
are probably novel to a British audienoe. 

While Mr. Gough may be sincere, in his efforts to stem the current of drun- 
kenness, which is rapidly sapping the foundations of the social structures of 
civilized nations, the fact that his lectures ars an immense source of income to 
him lays him open to the suspicion of motives of a less disinterested character. 
This is all the more apt to be the case when the annecessarily high charges of 
admission ‘are taken into consideration. The most debasing and hideous forms 
of imtemperance exist in what might be termed the poorerand lower stratum of 
the social structure, and yet persons who belong to that class who consider 
themselves unable to pay a shilling for the purpose, are debarred from listening 
to his thrilling descriptions of the evils of intemperance and the beauties and 
benefits of leading a sober life. 

We do not wish to be understood as depreciating. the labors of Mr. Gough 
in the cause of temperance reform, but the contrary. We are convinced that 
he has, in many instances, been the means of accomplishing beneficial results. 
These effects may, however, flow from his efforts whether prompted by inter- 
rested motives or otherwise. In his endeavours to elevate public morals above 
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the present dispressed stand we wish him God. speed. 1 Anyhow his 
ofitorical efforts ate wonde: ullf'captivating to most ordinary minds. 

W. could’ hot help noticing’s à tinge of sophistry in Mr. Gough's lecture. Hs 
dilated upon the power of the press, ‘with the evident view of keeping in the 
good graces of that mighty engine for gaining and maintaining public favor. He 
gave it as an evidence of the progress of the _temperanee cause that on his pre- 
vious visit to this country, twenty-five years since, his lectures were compar- 
atively unnoticed ‘by the press and clergy of Great Britain, and that now they 
gave him liberal recognition and support. This position is unreasonable. In. 
stead of the enlistment in the temperance cause of the press and pulpit being 
an evidence of progress in the right diredtion it is the other way. The increase 
of the horrible evil: with the myriads of ghastly results following in its soul and 
body destroying: trail .impresecs thinking and intelligent people with the 
absolute necessity of doing something to stem the sweeping current. The more 
conspicuous the evil becomes _ more earnest ere be the efforts to impede its 
impetuous rush. Hams et 

At the close of the Bather the well- 
philanthropist, moved 4 vote of thanks to the lecturer. In doing so he made 
a few earnest and foreible remarks‘upon the subject of the occasion. He ran 
into the same error as Mt. Gongh, in ascribing the activity of the press and 
pulpit to the: progresssive march of the cause of temperance. Almost in the 
same breath, hewever, he overturned his own and Mr. Gough’s position, by 
asking those among his‘audience who might be skeptical as to the necessity of 
something being done to check the“ growing” evil, to take a walk some fine 
Saturday morning to one of the police stations, and see emerging from it a long 
line of females; the very picture of depravity and degradation, from drunkenness. 

The condition of a large proportion of the population of the United Kingdom, 
from the cause of intemperance, is most sickening to the senses of the philan- 
thropically inclined, and, the efforts of the institutions and societies for the 
diminution of the evil are being overwhelmed by opposing causes. It must be 
evident to the clear thinker that the wrong cannot be torn out by the roots 
without the people being plaoed under new conditions and surrounded by fresh 
and more favorable circumstances. They are in a seething caldron of a com- 
plexity of destructive elements, from which they oan — need saved by ee 
them completely out. 


The divine system embraced by the Latter-day Saints site potion within its 
ample range, every good and wholesome principle.

And although the Mormon” population, which has 
always had an immense preponderance, were opposed to the establishment of 
drinking saloons, they have increased in number and patronage}, Local legisla- 
tion has been enacted to stop the progress of, and even extinguisb the evil, bat 
the legal officers of the United States Government, sent to manage and control 
the administrative aud judicial affairs off the Territory, strangers to the people, 
bave, in opposition to the expressed sentiment oi the vast majority of the local 
public, fostered and enoouraged these cradles of intetuperanoe. This they have 
done by setting aside, by usurpation of extra judicial - powers, Souniliand whole- 
some local laws: But for such causes the Mormons“ would probably, with the 
help of God, have solved the temperance question so; far as Utah is concerned:
